The  Capitol  "R-ill  be  cloeed  on  the  momiug  of  the  12th  to  all  ex- 
cept the  members  and  the  officers  of  Congress. 

At  ten  o'clock  the  doors  leading  to  the  rotunda  will  be  opened  to 
thoBe  to  whom  invitations  have  been  extended,  under  the  joint  reso- 
lution of  Congress,  bj  the  presiding  officers  of  the  two  houses,  and 
to  those  holding  tickets  of  admission  to  the  galleries,  issued  by  the 
chairmen  of  the  joint  committee  of  arrangements.  The  doorkeepers 
■ftill  have  imperative  orders  to  admit  no  one  before  ten  o'clock  ex- 
cept members  of  Congress,  and  no  one  after  that  hour  who  does  not 
exhibit  either  a  letter  of  invitation  or  a  ticket  of  admission. 

The  hall  of  the  House  of  Itt^presentarives  wUl  be  opened  for  the 
admission  of  representatives  and  those  to  whom  invitations  have 
been  extended,  "who  will  be  conducted  to  the  seats  assigned  to  them, 
as  follows : 

The  President  of  the  United  States  will  be  seated  in  front  of  the 
Speaker's  table. 

The  Chief  Justice  and  Associate  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court 
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•.vill  occupy  seats  next  to  the  Presiilent,  on  tliu  right  ot'  the  Speaker's 
table. 

The   Heads  of  Departments,  u-ith    the   Diplomatic  Corps,    •v\-ill 

•occupy  seats  next  to  the  Presiilent,  uii  rhe  Irft  jt'  the  Speaker's  rabh;. 

Otnoi^rs  ot  the  Army  aad  Navy  •vh...  '.^y  :i.ip.i.\  have  rectjived  the 

thaaks  of  Con;;ress,  will  occupy  seais  next  to   Supreme  CV^uxt.  on 

the  right  of  the  Speaker's  tiible. 

A?5istant  Heads  of  Dt^partmenta,  Governors  of  States  and  Terri- 
tories, and  the  Mayors  of  Washington  and  Georgetown,  will  occupy 
seats  directly  in  the  rear  of  Heads  of  Dep;irtiiients. 

The  Chief  Justice  and  judges  oi  the  Court  of  Claims,  and  the 
Chief  Justice  and  associate  justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
District  of  Columbia,  will  occupy  seats  directly  in  the  rear  of  the 
.-'uprerae  Court. 

The  heads  of  bureaus  in  the  departments  ^vill  occupy  .-eats  directly 
in  the  rear  of  the  officers  of  the  army  and  navy. 

Representatives  will  occupy  seats  on  either  side  of  the  hall,  in  the 
rear  of  those  invited,  and  reserving  four  rows  of  seats  on  either  side 
of  the  main  aisles  for  Senators. 

The  diplomatic  gallery  will  be  reserved  exclusively  for  the  fam- 
ilies of  the  members  of  the  diplomatic  corps,  who  will  be  provided 
with  tickets  of  admission  to  that  gallery. 

The  galleries  on  either  side  of  the  hall  will  be  reserved  for  ladies 
and  gentlemen  accompanying  them,  provided  with  tickets,  until  half- 
past  eleven  o'clock.  The  front  gallery  at  ten  o'clock,  and  the  ladies* 
galleries  after  half-pa^t  eleven  o'clock,  will  be  open  to  all  holders  of 
tickets.  The  doorkeepers  will  be  instnicted  not  to  admit  any  per- 
son unprovided  with  a  ticket,  and  to  collect  the  tickets  from  those 
who  enter  the  galleries. 

The  reporters'  gallery  will  be  reserved  strictly  for  those  reporters 
entitled  to  admission  to  the  reporters'  galleries  of  tiie  Senate 'and  of 
the  House,  who  will  be  furnished  with  tickets  of  admission.     The 
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reporters  tor  the  Congre^sion-il  Globe,  in  the  Seuaco  md  In  the  Ilon-e, 
will  occupy  the  reporters'  de^k  in  front  of  the  Cl-rrk's  table. 

TTie  House  of  Repre^ontativea  will  be  called  to  order,  by  th*:- 
Speaker,  at  twelve  o'clock. 

The  Marint-  L-ind.  itationed  in  the  upper  ve-ri'  ale, -.Till,  at  twelv.-" 
o'clock,  perfor.ii  xppropriate  muaic,  ceasing  when  the  exercises  are  ro 
be  commenced. 

The  Senate  will  assemble  at  twelve  o'clock,  and,  afticr  prayers  and 
the  reading  of  the  journal,  will  proceed  to  the  hall  of  the  Il'justi  of 
Representatives,  following  their  President /;ri9  tempore  ;ind  their  Secre- 
tary, and  preceded  by  their  Sergeant-at-Arms.  On  reaching  the  h.dl 
of  the  House  of  Representatives,  the  Senators  will  take  the  seats 
reserved  for  them  on  the  right  and  left  of  the  main  aisle. 

The  President  pro  tempore  will  occupy  the  Speaker's  chair.  The 
Speaker  of  the  House  will  occupy  a  seat  at  his  left;  The  chaplains 
of  the  Senate  and  of  the  House  will  occupy  seats  on  the  right  and 
left  of  the  presiding  officers  of  their  respective  Hoasf^s. 

The  orator  of  the  day,  Hon.  GEORGt:  Bancropt,  will  occupy 
a  seat  at  the  table  of  the  Clerk  of  the  House.  The  chairmen  of 
the  joint  committee  of  arr;mgements  will  occupy  seats  at  the  right 
and  left  of  the  orator,  and  next  to  them  will  be  seated  the  Secretary 
of  the  Senate  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Houc3. 

The  other  officers  of  the  Senate  and  of  the  Hoiise  will  occupy  seats 
on  the  floor  at  the  right  and  the  letl  of  the  Speaker's  platform. 

All  being  in  readiness,  the  Hon.  Lafayette  S.  Foster,  President 
of  the  Senate  pro  tempore,  will  call  the  two  Houses  of  Congress  to 
order. 

Prayer  will  be  oflFered  by  the  Kev.  Dr.  Boynton,  Chaplain  of  the 
House  of  Representatives. 

The  presiding  officer  will  then  introduce  to  the  audience  the  Hon. 
George  Bancroft,  of  New  York,  who  will  deliver  the  memorial 
address. 
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The  benediction  will  be  pronounced  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Gray,  Chap- 
lain of  the  Senate.  • 

On  the  conclusion  of  the  benediction,  the  Senators,  following  their 
President  pro  tempore  and  their  Secretary,  and  preceded  by  their  Ser- 
geant-at-Ami3,  vill  return  to  the  Senate  Chamber;  and  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  the  orator  of  the  day,  and  t^ose  present 
by  invitation  on  the  floor  of  the  House,  will  withdraw. 

The  Manue  Band,  stationed  in  the  rotunda,  will,  after  the  Senate 
shall  have  xetumed  to  the  Senate  Chamber,  perform  national  airs. 
The  Capitol  will  then  be  opeu  to  the  public. 

The  Commissioner  of  Public  Buildings,  the  Sergeants-at  Arms  of 
the  Senate  and  yi  the  House,  and  thi-  Doorkeeper  of  the  House,  are 
charged  with  the  execution  of  these  arrangements.
